Wolff Gives Theory. 
The following theory is the most 
under all the facts mar- 
ghaled, the coroner said: 

“Both Parsons and Policeman James 
King, after drinking together in ‘the 
apartment for hours, became intoxi- 


of alcohol on the carpet, and later 
‘dropped a lighted match on it, thus 
starting a fire that spread rapidly, 
with intense heat. 

“Parsons probably dropped in a 
stupor to the floor, the room becoming 
his pyre. King, who had less to drink, 
made his escape through a front win- 
dow. That seems to sum up the case.” 

Seven kinds of liquor, including in- 
flammable alcohol, were found in the 
apartment by coroner’s investigators, 
the coroner said. 


Dressed in Black. 


Mrs. Parsons, her face pale, entered 
the coroner's office hastily. She was 
dressed entirely in black. 

Raising her hand high, as if she were 
taking an oath, Mrs. Parsons at one 
time vehemently denied that she had 
been intoxicated and that she and her 
husband had quarreled last Saturday 
night, before the fire started.

NATIVE POLICE STRIKE

SHANGHAI, June 5.—Five hundred 
native police employed in the foreign 
settlement struck today, making the 
situation much worse. About 1,500 
police are still loyal, but efforts are be- 
ing made to disarm them when they 

leave duty. 

The landing of more American 
sailors is helping, but. the defection 
of the native force is producing a 
pessimistic feeling in the foreign com- 
munity. 

The chief development in the strike 
today was its extension to the Frenck. 
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in the Bolshevik university raid es 
tablishes the complicity of the soviet 
officials in a general plot to create dis- 
order throughout China, but mostly 
centering in the Shanghai district. Cir- 
culars, posters, and booklets by the 
thousands call on the Chinese to turn 
against the foreigners and denounce 
America as the chief imperialistic na- 
tion. 

The connivance of local military of- 
ficials in the outbreak has definitely 
been established. They placed an 
armed guard for protection around 
the student union headquarters in the 
Chinese district adjoining the foreign 
settlements. 

A general boycott of foreign goods, 
especially Japanese and British, was 
announced today, and the town is pla- 
carded with fascimiles of labels.

THE FARMER FAVORS 
REDISTRICTING. 
Chatham, II., June 3.—The farmer is 
in no way responsible for the restriction 
of Chicago's representation in the legis- 
lature. The farmer has just as much 
political power today as when his feudal 
lord had the right of the first night. The 
farmer is the small townsman's property 
as actually as though he wore a. brass 
collar soldered around his neck as did 
Gurth, the born thrall of Cedric in 
“Ivanhoe.” The coercions and persua- 
sions, the rewards and punishments, and 
other controls, are different, that is all. 

The conflict, then, is between the large 
city and the smaller cities. The large 
city is at an apparent disadvantage. For 
the large city depends upon the better 
classes of the smaller cities “to keep 
the commion man docile and submissive. 
The large city, however, may, if it so 
wills, give the common man more lib- 
erty, a better civilization, a better tax 
system and so on. | 

With such rewards at its disposal, the 

large city might secure Justice for its 
peaple if one obstacie were removed. 
That obstacle is the abject, cringing ter- 
ror with which the better classes of the 
large city regard the common man. 
The large city’s best people will, ac- 
cordingly, return their condottiere in 
the smaller cities and Chicago’s repre- 
sentation in the legislature will probably 
be reduced still further. 
This being the case, the reduction 
should accord with some principle,—for 
such is the American tradition, Other- 
wise we are reverting to rule ty overt 
force similar to the assassinations of 
the Balkans. Such a principle is to as- 
sume that, the closer the soil, the wiser 
the man.

GENEVA, June 5.—()—tThrilled by

framing of a special protocol by which 
use of asphyxiating gas in war- 
time henceforth would be outlawed. | 
be protocol will be open to signature 
py all nations. 

American initiative, courage and en- 
thusiasm made the decision possible. 
Mr. Burton laid stress on the urgency 
of doing something definite now to reg- 
ister condemnation of the barbarous 
poison gas warfare, but he said that 
if this was found impossible he was 
authorized to announce that the Pres- 
ident of the United States would be 
glad to extend an invitation for the 
convocation of a special conference in 
Washington. 

Mr. Burton, however, proposed the 
elaboration of a special resolution, 
based on article V. of the Washington 
agreement, with a view to its imme- 
diate signature by all who could sign 
it, but with the understanding that 
it would be left open for à reasonable 
time for signature by all world gov. 
ernments. 

Stirred by Coolidge’s Plan. 

The general committee of the confer- 
ence had reported interdiction of traffic 
in asphyxiating liquid as practically 
impossible, and as certainly inopera- 
tive for countries possessing great in- 
dustrial resources. The committee had 
recommended the convocation of a spe- 
cial conference to extend to all natioris 
the principle of the Washington con- 
vention, but Mr. Burton was unwilling 
to let the question go over to a later 
date.

Mayo quoted President Coolidge’s 
statement that there are more murders 
in Chicago in one year than in the 
whole of England during a like period. 

Dr. Mayo Said: 

“That statement is apt to be mis- 
leading, for most of those crimes took 
place among the dark skinned, not 
black, population. It was a case of 
Levantine killing Levantine and since 
Levantines are not notorious for indus- 
try who cares? If they kill each other 
they are not killing very useful mem- 
bers of society. | 

Don't let us worry about that kind 
of crime. Rather let us turn our at- 
tention to crimes committed by young 
people as a result of the publicity given 
these worthless criminals.” 

Dr. Mayo said the greatest piece of 
legislation in America in recent years 
was that limiting immigration. 

The doctors were entertained tonight 
at a dinner by the lord mayor of the 
corporation of the city of London at 
the famous old guild hall.
